Though there was no direct con- 
nection, there were statements 
from Georgia, South Carolina, 
Alabama and Mississippi sources, 
some official, others knowledge- 
able, that the delegates of those 
states were in no wise commit- 
ted to Sen.

The general attitude may best 
be summed up as follows: 


“Lyndon is less objectionable 
because he is a Southerner, and 
we may go along with him for a 
convention ballot or so, just to 
see how the land lies. But there 
is no profound support for him 
because of his civil rights posi- 
tion. If he does assist in putting 
through what the New Yorkers 
regard as a good civil rights bill, 
we won't go with him even for 
one ballot.”’ 


The extremist Southern posi- 
tion, in its state capitols and con- 
gressional delegations, is not un- 
like the French ‘“Colons”’ in Al- 
geria. Having all these years re- 
fused any compromise, and still 
demanding of De Gaulle that he 
restore the old status quo, they 
threaten all of France and are 
themselves sure to lose all in the 
final round. Compromise, in time, 
would have saved a considerable 
part of the status quo. But the 
“Colons” of Algeria demand all 
or nothing. 


Early Ballots 


But to return to Sen. Johnson. 
That able and intelligent man 
likely will run about even with 
Sen. John Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts, on the early convention bal- 
lots. Both are likely then to dis- 
cover they are in somewhat the 
same uncertain position. There 
will be delegations which will 
then. begin to break away and 
shop for other commitments. Both 
have some pledges regarded as 
first ballot only. 


Other delegations will watch 
with what is either traditional 
cynicism or pragmatism, to see 
what is coming up on the horizon. 
It is very desirable to have had a 
real part in nominating a candi- 
date for the presidency. If he is 
elected he remembers it. Or, at! 
least, he is expected to do so. 
But that the Texan and the New 
Englander will dominate the first 
two roll calls now seems certain. 


The device of the withheld elec- 
tors is one which intrigues South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. None claims the plan to 
have any political morality. It is 
regarded as a vindictive, spiteful 
protest, not unkin in symbolism | 
to one of the street barricades in 
Algiers. 


Article Two 


The Constitution of the United | 
States, in article two, as amended | 
by the 12th Amendment, ratified | 
in 1804, says: 


“The Electors shall meet in 
their respective states and vote 
by ballot for President and Vice 
President, one of whom shall not 
be an inhabitant of the same 
state as themselves; they shall 
name in their ballots the person 
voted for as President, and in dis- 
tinct ballots the person voted for 
as vice president, and of the num- 
ber of votes for each, which lists 
they shall sign and certify, and 
transmit, sealed, to the seat of 
government of the United States, 
directed to the President of the 
Senate... .” 


This provision was enacted be- 
fore the development of the two- 
party system, but it has been 
since observed because to de- 
prive the people of the right to 
vote for the candidate of their 
choice is politically immoral and 
extremely dangerous to the funda- 
mentals of representative govern- 
ment. The people do not vote for 
presidential nominees but for elec- 


the people aad refuse to register 
their expressed will, it can lead 
only to dishonor, a breakdown in 
the political system, and ultimate- 
ly to a constitutional amendment 
removing the ability to so prosti- 
tute the will of the people.

Police Fire 
On Algeria 


Moslems 


ALGIERS (UPI) — Police and 
troops, in a dramatic new twist 
to the Algerian drama, opened 
fire Wednesday on hundreds of 
Moslems who surged into the 
streets of the Western Algerian 
city of Mostaganem shouting 
“Long Live De Gaulle.” 


The shooting was reported as 
insurgent European ‘“‘Colons’” — 
unmolested by the French army 
or police—exuded growing confi- 
dence in their defiant stand be- 
hind the Algiers barricades. 


President De Gaulle held a long 
emergency session of his cabinet 
in Paris and was reported furious 
at the insurgents. Informed 
sources said he may move up his 
planned Feb. 5 tour of Algeria by 
as much as a week. 


Unofficial reports said that six 
persons were injured during the 
Mostaganem clash which oc- 
curred when the Moslems 
marched out of the Casbah to 
stage a counter - demonstration 
against European settlers. 


It was the first time the Moslem 
population had entered the pic- 
ture in force in Algeria since Eu- 
ropean settlers rose in bloody re- 
volt in Algiers Sunday against De 
Gaulle’s policy of self-determina- 
tion for the Algerians. 


It also was the first bloodshed 
since Sunday, when 27 were killed 
and 134 wounded in the gun battle 
between European insurgents and 
police that launched the struggle 
of the barricades in Algiers. 

Since then the European set- 
tlers, demanding that Algeria re- 
main French, have demonstrated 
in major cities throughout the ter-

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Just Who’s Right 
On U.S. Defenses? 


Whom are we to believe about the 
state of U.S. defenses and offensive 
might? 

The new defense secretary, Thomas 
S. Gates, has painted an optimistic pic- 
ture, declaring that as a result of new 
studies, “we do not believe that Soviet 
superiority in ICBMs will be as great as 
that previously estimated. He also claims 
that U. S. nuclear forces, when matched 
against Soviet weapons of all types, “rep- 
resent a clear balance in our favor.” 

Certainly the nation hopes he is right. 
In an age when our very existence might 
depend upon his being right, there cannot 
be much room for guesses or wrong eval- 
uations. 

Democrats, of course, challenge his 
picture. Sen. Russell of Georgia, who 
should know more about our military sit- 
uation than any man in Congress, warns 
that the United States still is “woefully 
behind in the missile program.” Maybe 
our over-all power is greater, but those 
who say there is no need: to worry about 
Soviet superiority in missiles and space 
technology are taking a grave risk with 
national security. That is the opinion of 
Sen. Russell, Sen. Symington and others. 

Several facts are evident. Last week 
the Russians fired a rocket 8,000 miles 
into the Pacific at a top velocity of 16,000 
miles an hour and it landed only 1.2 
miles from the target. They have photo- 
graphed the back of the moon. Khru- 
sbhehev talks of “fantastic weapons” soon 
to be ready. 

The U.S. Air Force complains that it 
must maintain a highly effective offen- 
sive and defensive manned aircraft force 
while trying to convert to missiles and 
rockets—on about the same budget. This 
same complaint comes from the Army and 
Navy. The space people echo these. 

Is a balanced budget more to be de- 
sired than taking the risk of reducing the 
United States to a second-rate power? 

- These questions have not been an- 
swered satisfactorily. Sen. Russell, who 
has proved he is not partisan on defense 
matters, is right in questioning them. 

Peace and prosperity is a good elec- 
tion-year slogan but will it serve the 
country’s interests in a time of continued 
crisis? This is no time for slogans which 
could lull the nation into a feeling of even 
greater false security.

Padding Regents Board 
Will Prove a Mistake 


Apparently the skids are greased and 
Commissioner of Agriculture Phil Camp- 
bell will become a member of the Uni- 
versity System Board of Regents by vir- 
tue of legislation which makes manda- 
tory the presence of the commissioner on 
that important board. 

We greatly admire the job Phil Camp- 
bell has done as commissioner. We think 
he is one of Georgia’s most able young 
men. If he is necessary to the board, then 
let him be appointed. But we still urge 
that it is not too late to avoid the error 
of making the commissioner of agricul- 
ture a permanent, mandatory member. 

None knows what sort of men the 
electorate of the future may put in that 
office. It could well be, as it sometimes 
has been in the past, that a man most un- 
suited to deliberations affecting the uni- 
versity might be elected. 

It is a simple matter to appoint men 
familiar with the needs of the agricul- 
tural college. There is no need to ap- 
point political hacks nor to use the board 
to pay off patronage promises.

Bulloch Looks, Likes 
Equalization Proposal 


After a year of study by a group of 
representative citizens, a Bulloch County 
Grand Jury has recommended that the 
tax structure of the county be examined 
and that all property be revaluated and 
equalized. 


The jury heard a fine report and 
heartily approved it in presentments, 
urging that proper officials follow it 
through to completion. While it may re- 
quire some courage, depending upon the 
amount of popular support, these offi- 
cials could render no better service than 
to follow the committee’s and the jury’s 
advice. 


Counties which have taken the course 
now advocated by Bulloch leaders have 
found it justified. While those who have 
been accustomed to paying little or no 
taxes are disgruntled at first, others who 
have been paying more than their share 
are pleased. It has provided a more 
equitable distribution of the tax load, 
yielding the same amount of revenue at 
lower millage rates. 

Unrealistic appraisals of property for 
tax purposes have hurt the majority of 
Georgia towns and cities. Inadequate fi- 
nancing of public functions at the local 
level has contributed to out-migrations 
and a lessening of opportunities for 
growth. 

We hope Bulloch goes through with it. 
The sooner all counties get around to 
doing the same thing the better off they 
will be.

In England, 
where he knew Rupert Brooke, a name 
familiar to Americans, there were pub- 
lishers who liked and published what 
he wrote. Three years later he came 
home to find himself famous.

voices and philosophers. 

We can recommend, next to hearing 
Frost in person, buying one of his rec- 
ords and hearing him read some of his 
favorite poems. In this time, when hu- 
man hatred and nuclear weapons are 
ugly in the news, we quote a favorite of 
ours, titled “Fire and Ice.”

I hold with those who favor fire. 
But if I had to perish twice,

Pulse of the Public 


Mechanization Is Credited 


Of Farm Feed-Crop Acreage 


Atlanta—In line with Ralph 
McGill’s comments on farmers 
in a recent column some very 
interesting figures are given in 
the Jan. 16 issue of Business 
Week. 

Starting with 1947 the average 
gain in productiveness in manu- 
facturing, mostly under union 
shop rules, was 2.9 per cent. 

During the same period the 
average yearly gain in agriculture 
was 6.2 per cent. This same period 
saw the major mechanization of 
farm operation. 


One thing rarely mentioned in 
discussions of the farm situation 
is that the trend toward mecha- 
nization has enabled the farmer 
to convert most of the approxi- 
mately 25 million acres formerly 
used to grow feed for work ani- 
mals to other crop uses. Farmers 
with sufficient acreage have had 
to adopt automation.

New York, N.Y.—Careful read- 
ing of the President’s State-of- 
the-Union message shows that 
he and his speech writers have 
adopted the high-pressure adver- 
tising technique of trying to put 
something over.

Changing School Attitude 


Minds in Georgia are changing swiftly now that it is obvious 
our public schools will close unless legal discrimination in pupil 
assignment comes to an end. Now those who for years played fast and 
loose with the Supreme Court, who have plastered loyal Georgians 
with epithets, have realized what it was the Supreme Court really 
meant. Judge Frank Hooper summed it up. 


He said: “This court has no au- 
thority to order integration. Its 
purpose is to end discrimination 
in student selection.” 

North Georgia is in the fore- 
front of the new understanding. 
Other areas are coming along 
fast and persons who thought a 
year ago that the Supreme Court 
would somehow be declared un- 
constitutional are looking for the 
leadership on the state level that 
will keep the schools in business: 

No better confirmation of this 
could be had than the now-famous 
letter from State School Board 
Chairman James Peters to Roy 
Harris, chief strategist of the 
arch - segregationists. Peters’ 
statements show that he realizes 
full well the extent of opinion 
change in Georgia. He is emi- 
nently qualified to judge the po- 
litical climate. When he concedes 
that the people will hold those 
currently in power responsible 
for closed schools, he necessarily 
concedes that the people want the 
schools open. When he says that 
whoever reopens the schools ~— 
he mentions Ellis Arnall — will 
control a new power structure 
in state politics; he is saying 
again that the people won’t easily 


forgive those who permit the 


schools to close, 

In other words, Peters is saying

We have reached a point in our 
state at which it matters not who 
has been wrong and who has been 
right or whether the motives for 
our reawakening are fear, politi- 
cal power or simple justice for all.

Twenty students accused of

D. Peron, former dictator of Ar- 
gentina, arrived in southern 
Spain Wednesday with a secre- 
tary, three male companions and 
two poodles. 


Peron landed in a chartered 
Super Constellation plane with a 
14-man crew on the last leg of a 
flight from his exile home in 
the Dominican Republic. 


He came for what an aide said 
was a “sightseeing tour” and 
Spain gave him VIP treatment. 


Security guards kept newsmen 
and everyone else 200 yards from 
him at the airport. A limousine 
provided by the Spanish Foreign 
Ministry whisked him to the 
Andalucia Palace Hotel. 

He went immediately up to the 
plush royal suite and retired, 
weary from his journey. 


Spanish plainclothes police pro- 
vided another curtain of protec- 
tion for Peron at the hotel. Four 
took up posts on his floor. An- 
other half dozen guarded stairs, 
exits and the lobby. 


Peron had been living in exile 
in the Dominican Republic since 
he was ousted from Argentina in

SAVANNAH—The president and 
publisher of the Savannah News 
and Press said Wednesday a 
“basic incompatibility’ between 
newspaper ownership and the 
banking interests of the ma- 
jority stockholder was behind the 
sale of the newspapers. 


Alvah H. Chapman Jr. dis- 
closed the reason in a formal 
statement concerning the sale of 
the Savannah papers to the pub- 
lishers of the Augusta Chronicle 
and Herald, Southeastern News- 
papers, Inc. 


Chapman owned 25 per cent of 
the Savannah papers and Mills 
B. Lane, president of Citizens & 
Southern Bank, and his family 
own the remainder. 


ISSUES STATEMENT 
Chapman's statement follows:

The long line of patients 
began clogging into the hospital 
over the weekend.

Smith, in declaring his 
intentions to seek definite action 
on his school bills which were 
sent to a five-man subcommittee 
of the State of Republic Commit- 
tee, also asserted his “amaze- 
ment”’ at the position state lead- 
ers continue to take on the school 
question. 


Smith said that in the face of 
the “barrage” of petitions for 
open schools, he was amazed that 
the governor and members of the 
Legislature urging closing of 
schools to avoid integration ‘“‘con- 
tinue their voiced opinions that 
they are speaking for all the peo- 
ple of Georgia.” 


“I do not concede that to be a 
fact,” he added. 


Urging youth to speak up on 
the school question, Smith said 
all groups—churches, college stu- 
dents, PTAs and businessmen— 
have been heard from except 
some 400,000 pupils who would be 
affected the most. 


ASKS TEEN-AGERS 


Smith suggested teen - agers 
write to Gov. Vandiver, to him 
and to fellow legislators to re 
cord how they stand on whether 
schools should be closed. 


Rep. Harold Willingham of the 
Cobb delegation said the 3l-page 
telegraph petition put Cobb legis- 
lators “in a dilemima”™ because 
the legislators have already re- 
ceived 700 or more letters urging 
a firm stand against school inte- 
gration. 


The telegram, which Willing- 
ham said was the “longest ever 
delivered in Marietta,”’ was signed 
by citizens in Marietta, Acworth, 
Smyrna, Kennesaw, Powder 
Springs and rural areas, 


It said the signatures are those 
of “thinking, responsible private 
citizens of Cobb County who are 
looking to you to fulfill your ob- 
ligations on the matter.” 


DeKalb’s legislators completed 
the final draft of the parents’ 
choice bill which would delay the 
operation of any Georgia school- 
closing law until parents of chil- 
dren in an affected school vote 
on the matter. 


MODIFIED VERSION 


DeKalb Rep. James A. Mackay 
said the measure is a modified 
version of one now in effect in 
North Carolina.

Of $2,400 Urged 


A committee of three ranking state officials Wednes- 
day urged the General Assembly to put its members on 
a salary basis and to raise the pay of the lieutenant 
governor from $2,000 to $10,000 a year. 


State Treasurer George Hamil- 
ton read to both the House and 
the Senate his study committee’s 
report which recommends that 
legislators get an annual salary, 
per diem pay for each calendar 
day of legislative sessions, and a 
mileage allowance for travel 
round-trip between the Capitol and 
their homes. 


READ GIDA REPORT 

At the same time, Hamilton 
read to the lawmakers a report 
from the Georgia Industrial De- 
velopment Administration, sug- 
gesting significant changes in its 
own operations. The GIDA is 
charged with riding herd on in- 
vestments by state employe re- 
tirement systems. 


Hamilton headed a committee, 
created by a 1959 resolution, to 
study the question of pay for leg- 
islators. Secretary of State Ben 
W. Fotson Jr., Attorney General 
Eugene Cook and the treasurer 
made a study of pay systems of 
47 other states. 


As a result, they recommended 
Wednesday that machinery be set 
in motion for the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment which 
would give the lawmakers: 


1. A flat salary of $2,400 a year, 
payable monthly; 


2. Per diem of $20 for each 
calendar day the General As- 
sembly is in session, and 


3. An allowance of 10 cents a 
mile for travel between their 
homes and the Capitol. 


$40 A DAY 


Members of the General As- 
sembly now receive $40 a day for 
every day they are in session, $20 
per diem for interim committee 
work, and a travel allowance. 


The committee also pointed out 
that the constitutional sum of 
$2,000 for the lieutenant gover- 
nor’s annual salary “is totally 
inadequate’”” and recommended 
that it be increased to $10,000. 


None of the raises would, if 
approved, benefit incumbents dur- 
ing their current terms. 


The GIDA report pointed out 
that it has accomplished some 
good in the investment of state 
pension funds. 


But the report added that the 
present method of operation is 
cumbersome and does not afford 
proper management. 


INVESTMENT APPROVAL 


The GIDA now carries the re- 
sponsibility and liability of final 
approval of investments and 
loans but has no facilities for 
the proper clearing of each, the 
report added. 


It recommended creation of 
another board “entirely divorced 
from political consideration’ to 
handle all investments of retire- 
ment funds. This board would 
have authority to hire competent 
personnel in the fields of real 
estate loans and security invest- 


ments. 


All members of the group 
signed the recommendation with 


the exception of Compt. Gen. 
Zack D. Cravey. Cravey’s han- 
dling of retirement system loans 
led to creation of the GIDA last 
year to oversee pension fund in- 
vestments.

VOTES BAN ON BANKS 


The House voted to prohibit 
the creation of new private 
banks, and increased the fees 
charged by the State Banking 
Department but delayed action to 
ease the present restrictions on 
branch offices or drive-in bank- 
ing facilities. The delay was oc- 
casioned by an address by State 
Treasurer George B. Hamilton, 
who spoke on his proposal to put 
members of the Legislature on 
annual salaries. 


A bill by Reps. Ben A Hodges 
and William Parker of Ware to 
clear the way for a Georgia Tech 
industrial development center field 
office in south Georgia was ap- 
proved by the University System 
committee. Hodges told the com- 
mittee the measure would enable 
Tech to operate an extension serv- 
ice of its engineering experiment 
station if funds can be found.

A constitutional amendment to set up state-owned liquor ‘stores 
and allow half the profits from them to be turned over to Georgia 
counties was tossed into the House hopper Wednesday. 


The proposal was submitted by 
Cobb County Rep.

NOT BORN 


Needlers are not borm They 
are made. They evolve full- 
grown through a succession of 
naggers whom they could never 
quite please, nor yet properly 
war against. Since no one can 
go back, they compromise by 
needling others. This creates a 
sort of bucket brigade where 
they impose little wounds upon 
others who, in turn, must find 
fall guys of their own. Needlers 
are sensitive souls. They wound 
easily, heal slowly. And while 
to be sensitive is_ infinitely 
more desirable than to be in- 
sensitive, the working girl at 
the mercy of a needler some- 
times wishes for one other al- 
ternative.

South became declarer today 
at a contract of three no trump. 
Some may take issue with this 
call on the grounds that the hand 
counts only 21 points, but it should 
be pointed out that possession of 
all four aces entitles the owner 
to add one point to his holding. 
This brings the hand right up to 
scratch. North had a routine raise 
to three no trump. 


West made the normal opening 
of the king of spades which went 
to South’s ace. This was a break 
for the declarer inasmuch as it 
converted dummy’s jack into a 
certain winner after one lead. De- 
clarer was able to count four club 
tricks, two spade tricks, one heart 
trick, and two diamond tricks. 
The only difficulty lay in the fact 
that, to realize these nine tricks, 
declarer would have to relinquish 
the lead once in spades and pos- 
sibly once in diamonds. This 
would give the defense an op- 
portunity to attack the heart suit 
which would be disastrous if East 
held the king of the suit. On the 
surface it appears the dummy 
should be entered with a club 
and the diamond finesse tried. 


If it should fail, however, there 
is little doubt that West would 
shift to a heart. If East has the 
king of diamonds, the finesse need 
not be taken because it is perfectly 
safe to give him the trick since 
a heart lead by him cannot be 
damaging. 


The proper play at trick two 
was selected by the declarer. 
It was the three of diamonds. 
At this early stage in the play 
West was not alert to the neces- 
city of rushing in with the king 
of diamonds to make the heart 
shift and the jack held the trick. 
From here in it was smooth sail- 
ing. Declarer reentered his own 
hand with a club and led a spade 


toward the jack for the ninth trick.

OUR SCHOOLS 

We have devoted careful and 
prayerful thought to the present 
school problem and the effect 
that the closing of our public 
schools may have upon our chil- 
dren, upon the community in 
which we live and upon the State 
of Georgia. 

We regret the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, but 
are faced with its impact. 

We have seen the public ap- 
peals being made in growing num- 
ber by many Georgians to keep 
our schools open, including — 
mothers, church groups, legisla- 
tors, teachers, a state official, 
businessmen, bankers, students, 
and citizens from Athens, Grif- 
fin, Chamblee and Macon. We 
have also seen the action of the 
Atlanta PTA Council urging that 
legislation be enacted now to keep 
our schools open. In addition, we 
have noted the recent action of 
the Atlanta Board of Aldermen 
and the current DeKalb County 
Grand Jury urging that our pub- 
lic schools be continued. 

We have also read the present-

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Have a Plan and Cut

Every bride has had a wedding rehearsal or a quick run- 
through, or even just a chat with the minister about the procedure 
to be followed. But what bride ever had the opportunity to have 
a cake-cutting rehearsal? 

Sound a little absurd to you? I’m sure it doesn’t if you ever 
had the same sort of experience a new bride described to me 
the other day. 


The dramatic moment for the cake-cutting ceremony arrived. 
She picked up the cake knife with her sweetest smile, she hoped 
it showed complete assurance, and proceeded to cut a slice. 


Just as she burrowed the knife through the frosting the lady 
caterer swept down on her, screetching “Oh, no, my dear, not 
that way.” 


As the bride tried unsuccessfully to slip through the floor the 
know-it-all lady wrenched the cake knife away from her and pro- 
ceeded with the bride’s role. 


Cutting a tiered cake—wedding or otherwise—is not tricky. 


Guide to Cutting | 
Wedding Cakes 


A—Cut vertically through the bottom layer at the edge of the 
second layer as indicated by the dotted line next to the knife, 
which is marked 1. Then cut out wedge-shaped pieces as 
shown by 2. 


B—When those pieces have been served, follow the same procedure 
with the middle layer: cut vertically through the second layer 
at the edge of the top layer as indicated by dotted line 3; then 
cut out wedge-shaped pieces as shown by 4. 


C—When pieces from the second layer have been served, return 
to the bottom layer and cut along dotted line 5; cut another 


row of wedge-shaped pieces as shown by 6.

D—The remaining tiers (the core of the cake) may be cut into 


the desired size pieces. ° 


The average number of portions that various sized«layers will - 


yield are as follows: 


14-inch layer will yield approximately 40 servings. 
‘12-inch layer will yield approximately 30 servings. 
10-inch layer will yield approximately 20 servings. 
9-inch layer will yield approximately 16 servings. 
8-inch layer will yield approximately 12 servings...

But there a few tricks you need to know to make it easy. 
I believ e diagrams below will serve as a guide to you in 
cutting any tier cake. 

. . * 

If you are faced with the problem sometimes of baking and 
cutting a cake for a club or church supper then the layer cake 
diagrams to the right will help you decide what size cake to bake 
and how to cut it so that you know at the beginning how many 
pieces you will have when you get down to cutting the last piece. 


There is a satisfactory method of cutting each kind of cake. 
The factors to keep in mind are the size and number of servings 
and the cutting utensil to be used. The size and number of serv- 
ings depend upon the size and number of layers in the cake. 

A knife with a sharp straight-edged, thin blade is most suitable 
for cutting batter cakes. To make a clean cut, dip the blade into 
warm water before cutting each portion and keep the blade free 
from frosting and cake crumbs.

Be sure to use the correct 
size and shape baking utensil 
that is recommended in the 
recipe. The wrong size can 
cause uneven, under- or over- 
doneness and it may even 
cause a cake to fall. 


Be certain your baking sheets 
are at least two inches smalier 
than your oven and place them 
as near as possible to the cen- 
ter of the oven rack. This al- 
lows for heat circulation. 


Stagger your pans in the oven 
when baking. Do not place pans 
in the upper rack directly over 
those in the lower rack. Give at 
least two-inch clearance around 
each pan so that air may cir- 
culate freely. 


The difference between 
success and failure can hinge 
on a slight thing such ag not 
sifting flour before measur- 
ing or not using accurate 
measuring cups or spoons. 


Another factor that can 
spell success or failure is 
proper or improper mixing. 
Mixing too little or too much 
can affect texture, size, 
browning and even the taste. 


Should you substitute aill- 
purpose flour for cake flour 
which is called for tn the recipe, 
baking failure will result unless 
proper substitutions are made. 
If the recipe calls for 1 cup 
cake or pastry flour—use 1 cup 
plus 2 thisp. of all-purpose flour,

low directions and measure 
accurately.

LOOKING AT COOKING 


Keys to Successful Baking 


Reduce the amount of water 
uséd. 


Reduce the 
cooking period. 


Reduce the amount of surface 
area exposed.

Cabbage cooked quickly in 
about one-third as much water 
as cabbage retains nearly 9 
per cent of its vitamin C; 
cooked in four times as much 
water as cabbage, it retains 
less than half. 


Broccoli, frozen or raw, cook- 
ed quickly in a small amount 
of water, loses only half as 
much vitamin C as when cook- 
ed in excess water. 


Much of the vitamin C loss 
can be recovered if the cooking 
liquid is used along with the 
vegetables. 


The longer a food is cooked, 
the greater is the destruction 
of nutrients in it. If vegetables 
in boiling water, 
cooking time is thus shortened 
and more nutrients retained. 


Cutting or shredding foods 
permits greater vitamin de- 
struction at the cut surface. 
It also permits greater extrac- 
tion of nutrients in the cooking 


water. Because cut pleces cook 
more quickly than if left whole, 
the adverse effects of extra 
surface exposure may be offset, 
at least partly, by the shortened 


Methods for cooking vege 
tables to conserve thelr nu- 
trients are steaming, pressure 
cooking, and cooking quickly in 
a tightly covered pan with only 
enough water to prevent scorch- 
ing. Losses are held to a mini- 
mum if vegetables are cooked 
by any of these methods only 
until done—or slightly wunder- 
done. Flavor ig better, too. 


MORE ABOUT MEAT 

When you buy a roast count on 
%-pound of meat per serving in 
boneless meat, %-pound when 
the bone is left in. With meat 
that is bony, better allow % to 
1 pound per serving. 

Buy by grade. There's a big 
difference in the quality and ten- 
derness of meats, depending on 
the grade; the better the grade 
the more tender the meat—if 
tenderness is what you want. If 
you want to save mo.ey you 
can do so by buying a lesser 
grade and cooking carefully 
with moist heat methods. Just 
remember that a higher grade 
means more tender juicy meat. 
KNOW YOUR GRADE AND 
COOK ACCORDINGLY. 


MEAT STORAGE 
All fresh, cured and cooked 
meats should be kept in the re- 
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frigerator (36 to 40 degrees F.) 
and used as soon as possible. 
Canned hams (5 pounds and 
over) must be refrigerated, as 
indicated on the label. Do not 
wash the meat. It will keep 
better if the surface is not damp. 
Be sure all meat is wrapped 
properly in a freezer wrapping 
before freezing.

TO SOUR MILK 


If the recipe calls for sour 
milk and there is none on hand, 
don't give up and look for an- 
other recipe. Simply add 1 
tbisp. lemon juice or vinegar to 
1 cup of sweet milk and let 
stand for 15 mifutes.
